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ON HABI*¢UAL DEVOTION. 


HE WICKBD, THROUGH THE PRIDE OF HIS COUNTENANCE, 
WILL NOY SEEK AFTER GOD. GOD IS NOY IN ALL HIS 
PHOUGHTS. Psalm x. 4. 


Gop, my christian brethren, is a being with whom we all 
ef us have too, and the relation we stand in to him is the 
most important of all our relations. Our connexions with other 
beings, and other things, are slight, and transient, in compa- 
rison with this. God is our maker, our constant perserver and 
benefactor, our moral governor, and our final judge. He is 
present with us wherever we aré; the secrets of all hearts 
are constantly known to him, and he is of purer eyes than to 
behold iniquity. Here, then, is a situatian in which we find 
ourselves, that d®manls our closest attentton. ‘The considera- 
tion is, in the hichest dezrce, interesting and alarming: know- 
ing how absolutcly dependent we are upon God, that in him 
we live and move and have our being ; and knowing also, that 
by vice and folly we have rendered ourselves justly obnoxious 
to his displeasure. 

Now, to think, an¢ to act, in a manner corresponding to this 
our necessary iptercourse with God, certainly requires that we 
keep cv habit@l reeard to it: and a total, or very great de- 
gree of in-attention to it, must be highly criminal and danger- 
ous. Accordingly, we find in the Scriptures, that it is char- 
acteristic of a good man, that he sets the Lord always before 
him, and that he acknowledges God in all his ways. Whereas 
it is said of the wicked, in my text, that ‘God is not in all 
their thoughts ;’? and elsewhere, that ‘ the fear of God_ is not 
before theif eves ;’ that ‘they put the thoughts of God far 
from them, and will not the knowledge of the Most High.’ 

This circumstance seems to furnish a pretty good test of 
the state of a.mf4w's mind with respect to virtue and vice 
The most abandoned and profligate of mankind are those who 
live without God in the world, entirely thoughtless of his being, 
perfections, and providence ; having their hearts wholly en 
grossed with this world and the things of it: by which means 
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And so long as he considers himself as living in the world 
which God has made, and partaking of the bounty with which 
His prov idence supplies him ; so long as he is intent upon dis- 
charging his duty, in the situation in which he believes the 
Divine Bemg has placed him, and meets with no greater trials 
‘and difficulties than he is persuaded his God and father has 
| appointed for his good, it is almost impossible that the thought 
of God should ever be long absent from his mind. Every thing 
he sees or feels will make it recur.again and again perpet 

ually. His whole life will be, as it were, one act of devotion ; 
and this state of mind, being highly pleasurable, and his sat- 
isfaction having infinite sources, will be daily increasing, so as 
to grow more equable, and more intense, to all eternity 3 when 
it will be joy unspeakable, and fall of glory. 

Vhese are the twoextremes of the sentiments and conduc’ 
of men with respect to God, and all the varieties of the hu- 
man characters will be found somewhere between them; so 
that we may be deemed virtuous or vicious, in proportion a4 
we approach to the one or the other. 

a Che more imperfect of the middle classes of mankind will 

wave their minds too much engrossed by this world and the 
-hings of it, so as to exclude, in a yery great degree, the ap- 
prehensions of God, and of their relation te him. Previded, 
nowever, that they have had a religious education, these 
choughts cannot be prévented from recurting from ti:oe totime, 
nd producing stronger or weaker resolutions of repentance 
and amendment ; but not having their full influence, and there- 
fore serving rather to disquiet the mind conscious of a want 
of perfect integrity, they will be apt to be overborne by the 
Superior power of things seen and temporal ; and the minds of 
such persons being in this fluctuating condition, wh«:ever suc- 
cess they may have in the world, their lives wi.i contain a 
great mixture of anxiety and remorse. 

But those whom we may style the more perfect of the mid- 
die classes of men, though, like the former, their minds may 
be now and then carried away by the magic influence of this 
world; and though they may give too far, and too cagerly, inte 


those passions, which terminate in the enjoyment of them, are the pursuit of its pleasures, riches, and honours, they will 


@iflamed to such a degree, that no other principle can restrain 
their indulgence. ‘hese persons may be called practical athe- 
ists; and the temper of mind they have acquired often leads 
them to deny both natural and revealed religion. They se- 
cretly wish, indeed they canriot bat wish, there may be no 
truth in the:e principles, the apprehension of which is apt to 

ive them disturbarce ; and herce tiey give tit-le attention to 
We evidence that is produced fer them, and magn’fy all the 
objections they hear ma¢ée to them. And it is we!) known, 
that, in a mind so strongly biassed, the most cogent reasons 
often amount to nething, while the most trifling cavils pass for 
demonstration. lt js the same with respect to any other spe 
culation, when thé mind has got a bias in faveur cf any par- 
ticular Cone usion. ' 

On the other hon’, a traly and per‘ectly geo? man loves, 
and therefore cherishes, the thorght of God, his fither anc 
his friend ; tul every product‘on ef divine nower ard skill, every 
instance of divine bounty, and every event of divine providence, 
never falls to suevest to his mind the idea of the great author 
of all things, the eiver of every good and perfect #ift, and the 
sovereign disposer of all afuirs and of all events) “Fhus he 
lives, as it were, constantly sceing him, whois invisible. We. 


never wholly, or for a longtime, lose sight of God, and of 
their duty ; and pious sentiments, recurring with superior force 
vt intervals, will produce a kind of religious fervour, which, 
rousing the mind to a greater exertion of its powers, will p:e- 
ace good. resolutions. with consicerable strepeth and vieour 
and thereby break their growing attachment to the world. 
These fervours however, will of course remit, and other.ob 
jects will necessarily resume some parf, at least, of thei in- 
fluence: but if a sense of God and cf religion have once tiken 
firm hold of the mind, in the éarly part of life, there wal! he 
reason to hope that an express regard ta. thein will return wah 
greater force, and after shorter intervals, perpetuatir. Ry 
hese means such strength willbe given to the princi, Je of 
conscience, that in the furchest excursions they male frem the 
strict path of religion, e: en while they meintain no express re- 
gard to God in their actions, the bare apprehension of a ihing

Let him, thea, who thinketh he standeth take heed lest he 
fall; and let all of us, conscious of the frailty of our natures, 
be intent upon working out our salvation with fear and trem- 
bling. ( To be continued.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


SECTIONS of ihe Act relaiing /o Commercial Intercourse, 
now in Force resficcting G. Britain and her dependencies, 


Sec. 3. "That from and after the 20th day of May next, the 
entrance of ihe harbours and waters of the United States and 
the territories thereof, be and the same 1s hereby interdicted 
to all ships or vessels sailing under the flag of Great Britain 
or France, or owned in whole or part by any citizen or sub- 
ject of either: vessels hired, chariered, or cmpioyed by the 
government of either country, for the sole purpose of carrying 
letters or dispatches, and also vessels forced i by distress or 
by thé dangers of the sea, only excepted. And if any ship or 
vessel, sailimg under the flag of Great Britain or France; or 
owned im whole or in part by any citizen or subject of either, 
and not excepted as aforesaid, shall after the said twentieth 
day of May next arrive, cittrer with or without a exrge, withy 
in the limits of the United States, or of tlhe territories thereof, 
such ship or vessel, together with the cargo, if any, which 
may be found on board, shall bé forfeited, and may be seized 
and Condemned in anv court of the United States, cr the ter- 
ritories thereof, having competent jurisdiction ; znd ail and 
every act and acts heretofore passed, which shail be within 
the purview of this act, shall be and the same are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 4. That from and after the twentieth day of May 
next, it shall not be lawful to import into the Unied States 
or the territories thereof, any goods, wares or meichandise 
whatever, from any port or place situated in Great Britain or 
Ireland, or in any of the colonies or dependencies of Great 
Britain, nor from any port or place situated in France or any 
of her colonies or dependencies, nor from any port or place 
in the actual possession of either Great Britain or France. 
Nor shall it be lawful to import into the United States or the 
territories thereof, from anv foreign port or place whateve”, 
any goods, wares or merchandise whatever, being the growin 
produce or manufacture of France or any of her coloni¢s or 
dependencies, or being of the growth, produce or manutacture 
of Great Britain or Ireland, or of any of the colonies or depen- 
dencies of G. Britain ; or being of the growth, produce or 
manufacture of any place or country in the actual possession 
of either France or G. Britain, provided, Lhai nothing herein 
contaiued shall be construed to affect the cargoes of ships or 
vessels, whoHy owned by a citizen of the United tates, which 
had cleared for any port beyond the Cape oi Good Hope prior 
to the twertty-second day of December 1807, or which had 
departed for such port by permission of the president, under 
the acts supplementary to the act laying an embargo on all 
shi: - .* 7 vessels in the ports and harbors of the United States. 

Rew. * t whenever any articles, the importation of 
which is pronw...d by this act, shall after the twentieth of 
May be imported into the United States, or the territories 
thereof contrary to the true intent and meaning of this act, or 
shall, after the said twentieth of May be put on board of any 
ship or vessel, beat, raft or carriage, with intention of import- 
ing the same into the United States, or the territories thereof; 
all such articles, as well as all other articles on board the same 
ship or vessel, boat, raft or carriage, Lelonging to owner of 
such prohibited articles, shall be forfeited, and the owner 
thereof shall moreover forfeit and pay treble the value of such 
articles. 

See 6. And be it further enacted. That if any article or ar- 
ticles the importation of which is prohibited by this aet, shall, 
after the twentieth of May, be put on board of any ship or ves- 
sel, boat, raft or carriage, with intention to import the same 
into the U. States, or the territories thereof contrary te the true 
intent and meaning of this act, and with the knowledge of the 
owner or master of such ship or vessel, boat, raft, or carriage, 


suck ship or vessel, boat, raft or carriage, shall be forfeited ; 
and the owner and master thereof shall moreover each forfeit 
and pay treble the value of such articles. 

Sec. 7. That if any article or articles, the importation of 
which is prohibited by this act, and which shall nevertheless 
be on beard of any ship or vessel, boat, raft or carriage, arri- 
ving after the saidtwentieth of May next, in the United States 
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gr the terriiories thereof shail be omitted in the manifest, re- 
port or entry of the master, or person having the charge or 
command of such ship or vessel, boat, raft or carriage, or 
ghall be omitted in the entry of the goods owned by the owner, 
or consigned to the consignee of such articles, or Shall be im- 
ported or landed, or attempted to be landed, without a per- 
mit, the same penalties, tines and forfeiture, shall, be incured, 
and may be recovered, as in case of similar omission or omis- 
sions landing, importation, or attempt to land or import, in re- 
lation to articles liable to duties on their impertation into the 
United States. 

Sec. 8. that every collector, naval officer, sutveyor, or ether

Monday, Feb. 11. Mv. Sturges presented nine petition 
signed by about 350 citizens of the city of New-York, who are

By the ship Dispatch, Murray, we have received New-Or- 
leans Papers to the 14th January which contained the follow- 
ing interesting intelligence :-— 


Niw-Orleans, Jon. 7. Serious disturbances have finally brok- 
er out in the kingcom of Mexico. Three battles have been 
given between the insurgents and the troops of the European 
Government ; we learn that the last which has taken place on 
the 29th October has been very dreadful and terminated to the 
advantage of the European party. A person named Hidalgo 
was at the head of the iusurgents with Nuestra Senora de la 
Guadaloupe, and colonel Flou, with a formidable artillery, com- 
manded the regular troops of the European Government. The 
insurgents have stopped several carriages full of gold and sil- 
ver wedges which were to be conducted to the mint. 


January, 14, We lay defore our readers the following let- 
ter, addressed by the brave and respectable Mr. Andry, father, 
to his Excellency Gov, Claiborne.---It contains the most posi- 
tive and latest iptelligence from above. 
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To His Excellency Gov. Claiborne, 

SIR, I have only time to inform you in the shortest way, of 
the unfortunate events which have lately happened, and of 
which I am one of the principal suflerers.----- An attempt was 
made to assassinate me by the stroke of anaxe, and my poor 
son has been ferociously murdered by a hoard of brigands, wh« 
from my plantation to that of Mr. Fortier, have committed 
every kind of mischief and excesses, which can be expected 
irom a gang of atrocious banditti of that nature. But at last 
notwithstanding all their nefarious deeds, thern plot has been 
completely frustrated, and secing that they were unatle to 
perform it, they have come up to pursue their criminat 
course. With unremitted exertions and exhortations | have 
been able to collect a detachment of about 80 men, and althoug! 
wounded, I have taken the command of my brave fellow plan- 
ters. We have becn so happy as to meet the brigands wh 
were in the neighbourhood of the plantation of Mr. Bernoudi 
colors displayed and full of arrogance. As soom as we percciv- 
ed them we rushed upon their troops, of whom we made con- 
siderable slaughter.---he spot was unfortunately unpropitious 
to cut off their retreat, so that many have been able to take tu 
the woods, and the chiefs principally being on horseback, hav« 
made their escape with greater facilty. 1 have immediately 
ordered several strong detachments to pursue them thro’ the 
woods, and at every moment our men brivg them im or kil 
them.---I hope we are now free from any fear of this plot, be- 
cause it does not appear to be general. But we must make a 
GREAV EXAMPLE. I think a detachment of regular troops 
would be very useful for the tranquillity of our coast, because [ 
am obliged to order many detachments of militia to meet and 
destroy the remaining of those brigands.---lf we can take alive 
the chiefs, whom I perfectly know, I consider the affair as en- 
tirely finished. 1 have several other informations to give you, 
yut for the present 1 am too harrassed and pressed by sorrow, 
and I will very soon transmit you further communications.

Extract of a letter frem Mr. Andry, father, to his E.xcellen- 
cy Governor Claiborne, dated at the German Coast, the 11th 
of January, at 10 o’clock, P. M. 

SIR, By this opportunity Lhave the honour to inform you 
chat we continue to maintain ourselves ind destroy the brig- 
inds.--- The first chicf of those banditti is named Charles Des- 
Indes has fallen into our hands, and several others who ap- 
seared to have commanded in second are now in power. Qur 
\etachments find many runaways dead in the woods, and three 
or four of the ringleaders are only missing, but are perhaps ex- 
piring in.some recess of the woods, or prububly taken by our 
men. 

Colonel J. Fortier, in his private name and in that of a’l the 
inhabitants of the upper coast, begs leave to address to Gen. 
Hampton and the officers and regular troops under his com- 
mand, as well as tothe detachment of the corps of Marine, the 
sincerest expressions of thankfulness, for the zeal and promp- 
titude with which thev have been protected [he respect for 
the persons and property, and the stnct discipline of the troops, 
Jeserved the greatestencomium. The body of volunteers are 
also requested to take a merited share of praise, for their eour- 
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age and patience, in suffering privations and unaveidable fa- 
tigues on such occasions ; and although the invaluable service 
which they have rendered to the country, can be but feebiy ex- 
wessed, it will ever be engraved in the hearis of all the inhab- 
Mants and peculiarly in that of Colonel J. Fortier’s. 

We may now present our readers, with some positive details, 
relative to mililary operations which have taken place in Mex- 
ico, ‘hey are extracted from the letter of an officer bigh in 
rank, whe was in person at the last engagements. The fol- 
lowing contains the substance of that letter, dgied from Quer- 
eiaro Novembei‘ 12th. 

‘The spot where has been fought the principal battle, on the 
29th ef October, is named Aculco. Gen. Callejas headed the 
European army, and the parson Allende Aldamo that of the 
insungents, of about 25 to 30,000 men. ‘The Indian army had 
selected their pesition apon the ridge of a hill, which was na- 
turally fortified, and at first rendered useless the service of 
Cavalry. Having perceived the vanguard of the European ar- 
my, they attacked them by some discharge of artillery which 
reached no body. The Spanish Infantry, supported by a well 
served Artillery, climbed up the position of the insurgents, who 
after two hours combat, were completely defeated, and pursu- 
ed by the Cavalry, abandoning all their baggage and Artillery, 
consisting of eight small guns and two pieces of heavy ordi- 
nance, which belonged to the regiment of La Villas.-----Pbheir 
loss is reckoned at 6000 men in killed, wounded and prisoners, 
and the European army, if we attach credit to that letter, 
hive only lost three or four men. ‘The parson of Dolores and 
his generals have taken their refuge the mountains 
where they are strenuously pursued. All the Indian boroughs 
have submitted themselves, and implored the clemency of the 
victorious party. ‘The detter says farther, that the person who 
headed the insurgents, does not know now how or where to | 
conceal himself. They hepe that good order will be soon re- 
stored in the revolted province.

“ Porte, Dec. 25. Sir, The Minister for Foreign Affairs 
in pursuance of the orders of his Majesty the emperor and 
Ainz, addressed on the 5th August, to the Plenipo-entiary of 
tic Uitited states of America a Note, containing the following 
words:—(Here follows the Duke of Cadore’s Letter to General 
Armstrong of 5th August, and the President’s Proclamation, &c. 
and then proceeds thus)—** In consequence of this engage- 
ment of the government of the United States'to cause its rights 
to be respected, his Majesiy orders that all causes which may 
be pendiag before the Council of Prizes, respecting captures 
of American vessels, dating from the Ist. Noy. and those which 
may be afterwards brought before the said court, shall not be 
decided upon according te the principles of the Berlin and Mi- 
ian decrees, but shall be suspended ; the vessels previously seiz- 
ed being only placed under sequestration, reserving to the pro- 
prietors their rights until the 2d Feb. next, the period when-in 
consequence of the United States having fulfilled the engage- 
ment causing their rights to be respected, the said prizes must 
be declared null by the Council, and the American vessels ré- 
stored with Uieir cargoes to the proprietors.

MURDER and SUICIDE 

Norfolk Jan. 8. Particulars of this abominable deed we 
have from a young man who was a distant spectator of this 
shocking — as given before the the coroner’s inquest.

adjoining creek and threw himself into it, apparently with the 
intention of drowtting himself, in which being baffled by the 
shallowness of ihe water, he returned to the shore which he 
had no sooner regaihd, than he also fell ;—the witness, on per- 
ceiving these strange vueceountable proceedings, procured a 
canve and crossed the creek without delay, when on attempt< 
ing to raise the lady he perceived her throat cut ; he then ap 


proached the young man, whem he found weltering’ in his 


hiood ; and on examination he found his tlireat cut so effect- 
ually, that his head was nearly severed from his body ; —He 
was lifeless, but the butcher’s knife with which he perpetrat- 
ed the deed was cienched in his hand.
